of men be- 


tween the ages of 20 and 70 years. 
The conclusion 
of the actuaries 
is 
that teetotalers 
as a class live from 
20 lo50 per cent longer than 
mod- 
erate drinkers as a class. 
There has 


bean during the last year an unusual 
amount 
of discussion 
by leading 


physicians in*England and France 
on the value of alcohol as a drug and 
its dangers as a beverage, and there 
is now on record a voluminous 
mass 
of testimony on the question, 
which 
is not only of the highest scientific 
character, 
but also free from the 
prejudice which stultifies most of the 
prohibition literature. 
These 
con- 
clusions may 
be summed 
up thus: 
In certain 
bodily conditions, 
and 


when carefully administered 
alcohol 
is a valuable drug, but at present it 
is used much too freely, and conse- 
quently with harmful results. 
Its 


use as a daily beverage in any

pronounced

be dangerous, 
physically 
and morally.

record of killing than our own is 
Eussia. 
The large number of homi- 


cides, 31,000. 
ascribed to brawls, 


shows a defective 
police system. —

The board of supervisors 
of El 


Dorado county at the regular meet- 
ing held 
this month, 
passed 
an 


ordinance 
separating 
the office of 


tax collector from the sheriff's office, 
and consolidating the duties of tax- 
collector with the duties of treas- 
urer. 
The offices of auditor and 


county clerk, 
heretofore 
consoli- 


dated, were made separate 
offices. 


The change willnot take effect until 
January 1907. 
Ithas long been felt 


that some action of this kind should 
be taken in Amador 
county. 
The 


duties of sheriff and tax collector are, 
so divergent that they do not go well 
together. In the busiest time of tax- 
collecting the work is so heavy as to 
demand 
the services 
of all in the 


office. 
These duties cannot be de 


layed, no matter what criminal busi- 
ness 
may demand 
attention. 
Be- 


sides which, the duties 
of tax-col- 


lector involve much more time and 
labor than ±hey did years ago, when 
the consolidation plan was adopted. 
The taxes 
were collected 
annually 


instead 
of semi-annually 
as 
now. 


Besides, the license 
collection 
busi- 


ness is quite a different matter now 
to what it was twenty years 
ago. 


The question is one that deserves 
the 
earnest 
consideration 
of 
the 


supervisors 
of Amador 
county. It 


should not be a partisan 
movement. 


The political complexion of the next 
board of supervisors willbe specially 
favorable for such action. 
No party 


willhave control, and hence 
any 


move in the re-adjustment 
of the 


consolidated 
offices cannot be laid at 


the door of any party. 


incorrect. 
The amendment 
that was 


ratified and by virtue of which these 
courts are established, clearly states 
the length of the appointive term as 
follows: 


Upon the ratification by the people 


of this amendment the governor shall 
appoint nine persons to serve as jus- 
tices of the district courts of appeal 
until the first Monday after the first 
day of January in the year 1807, pro- 
vided that not more than six of said 
persons shall be members of the same 
politicalparty. 
Atthe election in the 
year 1906 nine of such justices shall be 
elected as above provided, and the jus- 
tices of each 
district court of appeal 
shall so classify themselves by lot that 
one of them shall go out of office at the 
end of four years, one of them at the 
end of eight years,,and one of them at 
the end of twelve years. 


From this it willbe seen 
that all 


district judges of the supreme court 
willhold office only for two years, or 
until the first week inJanuary, 1907. 
These judiciary positions willhave to 
be filledby election of the people at 
the general election 
to be held in 


1906. 


that in starting the machinery 
of 
. these appellate courts the governor's 


appointees 
willhold for a full term, 


just the same as though 
the justice 


held by vote of the people.
